DUTIES OF THE MOTORMAN 


Court of Appeals Holds That He Need 
Not Be More Than an “Ordi- — 


nary”’ Person. 

The Court of Appeals today handed down 
a decision defining the duties of a motor- 
man under the so-called Vigilant Watch 
ordinance. : 
The case was that of George E. Gebhardt, 
who recently obtained a verdict against 
the St. Louts Transit Co. for damages in 
being run over by a@ car. 

The judgment was given in Judge 
Hough's court, but the Court of Appeale 
reversed the decision and remanded the. 
cause for a new trial. 

The particular point dwelt upon by the 


Court of Appeals is what care a motor- 
man is compelled to exercise. ; 

The Court of Appeals declares it is im- 
possible for the c@urt to define juet how 
much strength the motorman must use. 
He is required, the court says, to use or- 
dinary but not extraordinary care, 

The care that an intelligent, ordinary, 
capabie and able-bodied man would aa 
reine 4 use is all that is required of a mo- 
orman. e

Hie became a wholesale contractor, and sold 
supplies to the government for use at Jef- 
ferson Barracks.

Friends came to him for assistance. He 
put his name on paper for friendship’s sake 
and lost much money. A mining invest- 
ment proved a mirage. 

But the man was undaunted. He worked 
harder and tried cther investments. He en- 
larged his store and tavern. The farmers 
traveling to and fro over the Lemay Ferry 
road were his friends, and traded with him. 
He entered the milling business, and be- 
came a partner in the Carondelet flour mill.

The Builders’ Exchange, of which all the 
building contractors are members, has_an-

This action is due to a dispute between 
the hodcarriers and the contractors, and is 
intended to bring the hodcarriers to terms. 
A few weeks ago, the hodcarriers on one 
building refused to carry a few hundred 
fancy brick from the Ittner brickyard, 
which is non-union.
